Curated  by  Kyong  Park,  the  director  of  Storefront  for  Art  &  Architecture,  this 
exhibition  in  its  full  scale,  was  first  presented  at  the  97  Kwangju  International 
Art  Biennale  in  korea.  "Images  of  the  Future"  examined  the  reconfigurations 
of  social  boundaries  within  the  globalization  of  labor,  commerce  and  culture 
by  presenting  22  cities  from  around  the  world  with  their  most  critical  and 
contemporary  events.  Through  this  exhibition,  architecture  and  urbanism 
were  utilized  as  instruments  for  cultural  studies,  especially  in  relation  to 


political  and  economic  forces.  Projects  were  selected  from  diverse  cities  of 
Berlin,  Bombay,  Bucharest,  Johannesburg,  Havana,  Jerusalem,  Kobe,  Hong 
Kong,  Kwangju,  Manila,  New  York  and  others.  The  exhibition  included 
photographs,  drawings,  video  and  more  by  international  group  of  architects, 
photographers  and  artists. 

"Archigram:  Experimental  Architecture,  1961-71"  March  12-  April 

25, 1998 

Storefront  for  Art  &  Architecture,  in  conjunction  with  the  architectural 
programs  of  Pratt  Institute,  Columbia  and  Cornell  Universities,  and  Thread 
Waxing  Space,  presented  the  first  ever  major  American  exhibition  on  the 
visionary  English  architectural  collaborative,  Archigram.  During  the  1960s 
and  early  '70s,  in  London,  Warren  Chalk,  Peter  Cook,  Dennis  Crompton, 
David  Greene,  Ron  Herron  and  Michael  Webb,  came  together  to  establish 
Archigram  as  a  movement  which  challenged  mainstream  ideas  with  radical 
alternatives  to  cities,  houses  and  architectural  archetypes.  This  exhibition  was 
initially  organized  by  the  Centre  Pompidou  in  Paris,  and  the  Kunstverine, 
Vienna.  The  overall  exhibition  included  over  400  drawings,  models,  multi- 
media  installations,  magazines  and  recreated  environments.  Storefront 
specifically  hosted  the  work  of  Ron  Herron  through  the  presentation  of 
drawings,  posters,  maquettes  and  videos. 

"BODYWRAPPInc."  by  Annette  Meyer _ May  6,  -  Tune  13, 1998 

Storefront  showcased  the  work  of  Danish  fashion  designer,  Annette  Meyer. 
Ms.  Meyer  emphasizes  cultural  and  social  differences  and  similarities  by 
utilizing  remnant  paper  packaging  from  various  countries  to  produce  a  series 
of  garments.  For  this  exhibition,  Ms.  Meyer  presented  her  latest  work  which 
were  comprised  of  one  hundred  "business"  suits  made  from  disposable  plastic 
packaging.  In  our  gallery  space,  Ms.  Meyer  hung  these  suits  on  suspended 
pink  wires  that  reached  from  the  ceiling  to  the  floor.  This  unique 
presentation  asked  the  viewer  to  consider  these  suits  in  a  different  context: 
rather  than  viewing  them  solely  as  "fashion"  placed  in  a  more  conventional, 
consumer-driver  presentation,  it  posited  the  possibility,  by  their  presentation 
in  a  more  art  and  architectural  context,  to  consider  the  boundaries  between  art 
and  fashion.  During  the  opening  of  the  exhibition  several  models  were  hired 
to  wear  and  dispaly  the  garments.
